The Irish Convention. 


The hope that something may come out 
of the National Convention has been based 
chiefly on two statements by the Prime 
Minister—that it would find a place for 
all Irish interests, and that no principle 
or plan of settlement would be excluded 
from its terms of reference. The hope is 
diminishing as a result of the Govern- 
ments delays and of the growing tendency 
of Irish parties to accommodate the terms 
of reference to their own convictions or 
convenience. We were told that the Con- 
vention would take us out of the old ruts 
of Irish politics, and that new men and 
new ideas, in close touch with the realities 
of Irish life, would find here their oppor- 
tunity to create an atmosphere in which 
business could be done. A fortnight has 
passed, and there is no sign that this 
promise will be fulfilled. So far as we 
know, the Government has not approached 
the new men or taken any steps to get in 
touch with the new ideas. We learn only 
that the Prime Minister is still consulting 
the politicians, and Mr. T. P. O'Connor 
has been mentioned specially as one of his 
immediate advisers. We draw the worst 
inferences from this announcement. In the 
meanwhile the Convention’s prospects are 
being impaired at home by the clamorous 
demand of many Nationalists for restric- 
tions in the terms of reference. It is one 
thing, that a party should enter the Con- 
vention with its thoughts set in a certain 
way. Such a situation was antidipated, and 
the moulding and unmoulding of thought 


It is another thing to ask that certain 
solutions shall be ruled out of court 
altogether because certain people do not 
like them. If any large body of Nation- 
alists insists on the exclusion of partition 
as a preliminary to conference, it must 
take the whole blame for making the Con- 
vention impossible. Again, it is mere 
folly to think that any “agreement” 
which was opposed by Unionist Ulster 
could be “ substantial.” It would leave the 
real problem still unsolved, 

The people who want to lay down con- 
ditions of settlement beforehand miss the 
whole spirit of conference and conciliation. 
Let us assume two things—that the Con- 
vention will be rightly constituted, and 
that it will have a wise, patient, and ex- 
perienced chairman, Being rightly consti- 
tuted, it will contain a majority of 
reasonable men, who will be 


put before them on its merits. If it be 
found impossible to get a suitable Irish- 
man as chairman, the Government ht 
be well advised to offer the post to Mr. 
Duke. He has tact, brains, a wide experi-

ment. We can imagine how such a chair- 
man would set to work with such an 
assembly. He would ask the members 
to consider every plan in turn. When 
the Convention came to an absolute 
deadlock on, say, partition, he would 
invite it to turn to some other plan— 
say, Mr. George Russell’s scheme of 
Dominion Home Rule. In this way the 
Convention might spend some weeks in 
considering twenty different plans, and 
during those weeks all the members would 
have received a liberal] education in Irish 
affairs, would have come to understand one 
another’s points of view, to appreciate one 
another's sincerity, and to realise that, as 
Irishmen, the things in agreement between 
them were not less vital than the things in 
dispute. Then when this unconscious con- 
version had been achieved, the chairman 
might say, “Now, let us get back to parti- 
tion.” It is just possible that by this time 
the Ulstermen might have discovered that 
they could live in a common government 
with the rest of Ireland, or the National- 
ists might have discovered that the idea of 
partition, with a new assurance that, its 
period must be brief, had become toler- 
able. That is the only way in which the 
Convention can expect to succeed. If 
any policy is excluded at the outset, 
that way, with its slight gleam of hope, 
will be blocked at the outset. If any party 
is told beforehand that, in certain circum- 
stances, it may become liable to coercion, 
it will defend its self-respect even at the 
cost of the best interests of Ireland. 

We have indicated the only way in 
which the Convention will have a chance 
of solving its problems. We do not pretend 
to believe that it is anything more than 
a chance of the slenderest kind. The re- 
sults of three centuries cannot be undone 
in three months. The Convention, if it is 
to succeed, must become a forcing-house 
of flowers of patriotism, sacrifice, and 
reason to which hitherto our political 
climate has proved almost invariably fatal. 
Mr. George Russell's “Thoughts for a 
Convention "’ are, perhaps, the most high- 
minded and persuasive pleading that has 
ever been addressed to the Irish people 
of all parties; but we doubt whether they 
will shake many Irishmen out of the 
opinions and prejudices which their 
ancestors have bequeathed to them, 
printed yesterday the names of some 
thirty well-known Irishmen who have been 
moved to endorse Mr. Russell’s conclu- 
sions, but it is not unfair to say that many 
of them have figured already as isolated 
advocates of settlement. From Mr. Rus- 
sell’s point of view, the subscription of 
twenty average members of any .Unionist 
association or any branch of the United 
Irish League would have been a more hope- 
ful sign that the leaven of compromise 
was at work in the body politic of Ire 
land. It is just because the Convention's 
task is so formidable, and its prospects 
so slight, that all Irishmen of good-will 
owe to it the fullest measure of fair play.

He does not suggest how the peril may be ' 


averted or decreased. One suggestion that 
will inevitably be made is that prices 
should be unlimited, so that dairy farmers 
may make such profits as will encourage 
them to keep more cows and to offer prices 
for fodder crops that will induce their 
more extensive cultivation. We are not 
prepared to say that the suggestion ought 
to be rejected; but, at least, a removal 
of the present limitations would have to 
be accompanied by new public safeguards 
and by some provision for supply to the 
poor at lower rates, We remember 
that one reason given by a member 
of the Rathmines Child Welfare Com- 
mittee for refusal to proceed with a 
child welfare scheme in the township was 
that euch activities were more or less 
frivolous while dispensary doctors were 
unable to’ prescribe milk instead of medi- 
cine for children who were simply milk- 
starved. Rathmines, we suppose, is an 
instance which Mr. Russell had particu- 
larly in mind when he spoke of the 
“downright neglect’? of local authori- 
ties to make use of the Government’s offor. 
Numerous other bodies, however, share 
this condemnation. It is a matter not for 
strong language, but for sympathetic in- 
quiry.

RESTRICTIONS DUE TO

Austrian Affairs. 


With whatever intention the Austrian 
Government has convened the Reichsrath, 
it has clearly assembled all the materials 
for a Parliamentary explosion. There is, 
first of all, the question of Poland. The 
German-Austrian Socialists, in the course 
of a statement issued from Stockholm 
which we printed yesterday, adopt the 
German solution of the question. Russian 
Poland is to be independent; but Posen 
and Galicia are only to receive “ auto- 
noiny ” within the boundaries of Germany 
and Austria respectively. The solution 


has the double advantage that the indepen- | 


dent fraction of Poland would be too weak 
to resist German and Austrian influence, 
while the removal of the Polish deputies 
from the Austrian Reichstrath to “ autono- 
mous’ Galicia would give the German 
parties a secure’ majority in the Reich- 
srath. The Austrian Polish Party, how- 
ever, which has hitherto shown a disposi- 
tion to be thankful for small mercies, has 
now adopted the Allies’ standpoint, and 
announced that ‘ the sole endeavour of the 
Polish nation is the re-establishment of a 
united and independent Poland with an 
outlet to the sea.” There are next the ques- 
tions of Bohemia and of the Sofithern Slavs. 
Statements made by a Czech deputy and a 
Southern Slav deputy suggest a common 
solution of these questions, but these 
statements cannot be regarded as repre- 
senting the real desires of the respective 
nationalities. The suggested solution is 
the union of Czechs-Slovaks, Croatians, and 
Serbs in an independent State under the 
Hapsburg Crown—in other words, the 
transformation of the Dual into a Triple 
Monarchy. No enduring solution ean be 
found on these lines. It is probably true 
that the Czechs do not desire complete in- 
dependence, if only for the reason that 
separation would cut them off from the sea 
and shake their economic development to 
its foundation; but. they have no 
desire to be merged in a Third State 
of the Monarchy. Their consistent claim 
has always been the restoration of the 
Kingdom of Bohemia, as an integral unit, 
on a footing of equality with Hungary. On 
the other hand, the Southern Slavs un- 
doubtedly desire union with independent 
Serbia. They might avcept autonomy 
within the Monarchy; but it could not be 
real autonomy, nor could the scheme hold 
any promise of permanence, while a 
national State of their own race existed 
across the border of the Monarchy. In 
any case, all plans of a federal solution 
have to reckon with the emphatic state- 
ment of the spokesmen of the Austrian- 


German Party—that any attempt at a re-| - 


vival of Bohemian independence or any 
efforts of the South Slavs for autonomy 
will meet with determined opposition trom 
that party, The declaration which the 
Austrian Premier has ‘promised upon this 
tangled situation should prove interesting.

It is officially announced that the President of 
the English Board of Education has appointed a 
Departmental Committee to inquire into the 
principles which should determine the construc- 
tion of ecales of salary for teachers in ele- 
mentary schools, due regard being had to such 
differentiation, if any, in respect of locality, 
duties, qualifications, sex, and other relevant 
considerations, as is consistent with or neces 
sary for the organisation of the teaching ser- 
vice throughout the country on a system con- 
ducing to the effieciency of national education. 
The Committee will be at liberty to illustrate 
any system of ecales which they recommend by 
such specific sums of money as they think fit, 
but they are not asked to consider the question 
6f amounts by which existing scales of salary 
should be improved in particular areas, or the 
sources from which the amounts required for 
the purpose should be provided.

KING AND QUEEN VISIT 
AIRCRAFT FACTORY, 


The King and Queen, accompanied by Prin- 
cess’ Mary, visited yesterday afternoon a Royal 
aircraft factory in the London area, and were 
received at the main entrance by Major ©. 8. 
Paulet, M.V.O., who presented sever officials 
of the works to Their ajesties, who, in a tour 
of the maim departimenté, displayed the keenest 
interest in all the various processes. 

The workpeople gave the distinguished visitors 
a tremendous ovation. Their Majesties subse- 
quently motored to the neighbouring aerodrome 
to witness performances by completed machines, 
being received by Major Lord Robert Innes- 
Ker, the Officer Commanding. Aeroplanes of 
various types were already in position, includ- 
ing some of the latest pattern. The Royal 
visitors witnessed an exciting exhibition of 
flying by Captain B. C. Hucks, who ascended 
with a passenger. He illustrated the turn of 
speed which the new type possessed by travelling 
for a short distance at a great rate, and then 
ascending very steeply to a position almost im- 
mediately above the station taken up by the 
Royal party. He included a succession of most 
graceful loops 

During the course of conversation afterwards 
with Captain Hucks, the King said he could 
well understand that the power to rform 
such evolutions might be extremely useful in a 
tight corner, however risky they might appear 
to the uninitiated. Their Majesties next assed 
on to the naval section of the great sh in- 
specting in detail a warplane fitted with a con- 
trivance for bomb-dropping, and were informed 
as to the capabilities of these machines in the 
matter of the number and weight of bombs they 
could carry. Here also the Royal visitors 
chatted with some of the principal workmen 
and a number of naval officers on duty. The 
Queen, cote that one of the workers was 
using a powerful type of ratchet screw-driver, 
expressed a wish to possess one of these tools, 
and carried one away with her as a memento 
of the visit.

harvest. Altogether, during the fourteen 
weeks which the returns cover, we have 
lost 409 ships (286 over 1,600 tons and 123 
below that tonnage), and it might be ex- 

ted that, with so many British vessels 
estroyed, to say nothing of neutrals, there 
would have been an appreciable decrease 
in the number of stcivahs and departures. 
In fact, however, last weeks total is the 
highest recorded during the period. From 
this it may be inferred that a goog deal of 
new tonnage has already got into working 
order. 

There is also reason to hope that one 
reason for the diminution in the number 
of sinkings is an improvement in the 
methods of putting submarines out of 
action,

Ministerial changes are once again in 
the air, and it is lkely that there will be 
a considerable reshuffling of positions 
within the next few days. The post of 
Food Controller may be filled by a man not 
in Parliament, but a leading Labour re- 
presentative, for whom a seat could be 
tound easily, if necessary. The represen- 
tative mentioned has been a strong critic 
of the methods employed by Lord Devon- 
port, and, if he accepts office, we may see 
some interesting experiments. It now 
seems certain that a post is to be found 
for Mr. E. 8S. Montagu, and it is possible 
that he may be invited to act as Chair- 
man of the seven Commissioners who are 
to inquire into the causes for industrial 
unrest. A change at the Ministry of Muni- 
tions is also spoken of as likely. 

Mutton in outer London to-day was sold 
at two shillings and threepence per pound 
and it was indicated that the price woul 
be higher by the end of the week. Beef 
was one shilling and tenpence. It is not 
surprising that consumers are now be- 
ginning to think that the profiteer is at 
work making money out of the public 
necessity. It 1s generally known that there 
is no real shortage of meat in the country, 
while the butchers freely explain that they 
have to pay heavily for their supplies. In 
the circumstances, people want to know 
where the high prices are eon necessitat- 
ing such increases in retail charges. ‘ihe 
situation caused by these high prices is a 
serious one; for, if people cannot get meat 
at a fair price, they must have bread to 
feed the children. The consumption of 
meat has fallen off greatly since voluntary 
rationing was begun, but it seems that 
somebody wants to continue making the 
same amount of profit on decreased sales. 

The suspicion that profiteering is at the 
bottom of the high prices has led to the for. 
mation of a London Food Vigilance Com- 
mittee formed of labour bodies. Its main 
object is to secure representation on all 
food control authorities. The formation of 
similar bodies in every district of outer 
London is gona i and it is probable 
that the recommendation will be adopted. 
These bodies might be very useful in cer- 
tain conditions, but they might also be- 
come very mischievous, and their opera- 
tions will have to be watched carefully. 
The local food control bodies are generally 
selected with discrimination and as being 
men with knowledge of local conditions. 
It will not do for their work to be upset 
by amateurs and theorists who are quite 
unused to dealing with supplies in bulk. 

The stringent orders issued by the Food 
Controller to-night should do much to stop 
the conditions yeferred to above. The 
scheme seems to be the work of practical 
men, and should not be difficult to put 
into operation and enforce, If high prices 
are to rule, the public will know that there 
is little profiteering in the meat trade,

The anticipated Meat Order, under which the 
Food Controller designed to stop gambling in 
meat, which has caused recent serious increases 
in price, was issued last might.

Mr. T. W. Russell, M.P., said Dr. Osborne 
had referred to a fund established by the Go- 
vernment for child welfare, That fund was 
distributed fairly between the various centres 
of population in the United Kingdom.

equitable. As a ease in point, the Committee 
considered the serious loss of food occasioned 
bv the detention for ten hours of fat lambs at 
the port of landing. Many prominent shinners 
wrote bringing the metter to the notice of the 
Committee, end furnishing ® evidence of the 
wastage and lowe of food value consequent on 
the existence of thie unneceseary arder which 
wonld never have bean issued if the Government 
had had the advantage of eonaniiation with 
anyone familiar with the live atock trade. It 
was decided to bring thie noint ta the notice of 
the Food Controtler and Rosred of Aerieulturc.
